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School Financing Is 
Badly Out of Kilter 


Superintendent Claude Purcell’s call 
for a $1,000-per-year teacher pay increase 
would cost $32,000,000. He wants the 
state to put up $22,500,000 and localities 
to raise $9,500,000. 

A teacher pay raise is in order. 

But an immediate raise of this magni- 
tude would in all probability require a 
statewide tax increase. 


We cannot in good conscience support 
such a proposal if the increase in pay is 
to be based on the present inequitable 
chargeback formula of the State Depart- 
ment of Education which penalizes sys- 
tems for local effort and rewards those 
which do the least. 


The state this year will spend $185,- 
500,000 on education, compared with $17,- 
500,000 in 1942. During this period state 
Support has been multiplied more than 
10 times while local effort has increased 
only four times. Georgia provides 72 per 
gent of total school funds at the state 
level, third from the top. In local sup- 
port we are fifth from the bottom. 

If local support in the state equalled 
the national average, Georgia would rank 
about 20th in educational performance in- 
stead of 40th. 


Thus before asking for a statewide tax 
increase, we suggest a revision of the 
chargeback formula which would require 
lagging local communities to do more. 
This could be doné through establishing a 
reasonable common denominator for 
property evaluations for the whole state 
instead of accepting the ridiculous local 
evaluations now used as the base for dis- 
pensing state funds.

Law Enforcement Rate 


Stepped Up by Patrol 


The Georgia State Patrol reports 16 
per cent more arrests of traffic violators 
in the first eight months of this year than 
in the similar period of 1959. 

These figures indicate, of course, a 
stepped-up rate of law enforcement, 
which is commendable. It was made 
possible by the addition of 50 state troop- 
ers to the patrol force. It points the way 
to better control of the state’s traffic and 
reduction of the accident rate. 

The additional 50 troopers and even 
more are justified by the ever-growing 
traffic load. Rate of law enforcement di- 
rectly is related to the number of acci- 
dents and the horrible toll of fatalities. 

For the first eight months of this 
year there was a decrease of four in the 
number of fatalities. But the total killed, 
667, is an appalling figure. But for the 
additional patrolmen in all likelihood it 
would have been much higher. Let’s keep 
them on the highways at war with traffic 
violators!

Violence such as that which has been 
aimed at nonstrikers at the Fox Manu- 
facturing Co., Rome, gives organized la- 
bor the. worst sort of black eye. 

The bomb-throwing incidents and 
other attempts at intimidation arising 
from the strike at Rome are in keeping 
with strong-armed measures which have 
become all too commonplace in strikes 
across the nation. 

The pattern is for union leaders to 
deny any knowledge as to the identity 
of goons who performed such atrocities.

WASHINGTON—Jghn Kennedy is now run- 
ning a vast collective thing called the Demo- 
cratic Party against a relatively smaller if still 


some other fellow paid—and that in 


huge collective thing called the Republican Party. Only secendariiy is 


he running against Richard Nixon. 

Richard Nixon is now running 
fundamentally against a man 
called Kennedy—and never mind 
the parties too much. 


This is one of the several rea- 
sons why this presidential election 
is so extraordinarily hard to pre- 
dict. 

The Broadway and Las Vegas 
odds-makers continued to favor 
Nixon. (This correspondent 
wouldn’t risk a dime on the out- 
come at this point.) Essentially 
what they are betting is that the 
ticket-splitting of the last two 
presidential elections will char- 
acterize this one, too. They are 
gambling that Nixon will get 
practically all the traditional Re- 
publicans plus a big bloc of in- 
dependents and dissatisfied Dem- 
ocrats, as Eisenhower certainly 
did in 1952 and 1956. 

Whether they are right in this 
nobody can say. But one thing 
can be said for sure: There are, 
at any rate, far more comiplicated 
and unreadable factors in this 
election than in any we have ever 
known, 

My own hunch is that the gam- 
blers—and the pollsters, too—are 
taking a tremendous risk in try- 
ing to be even half-positive abort 


anything. For a single example: 
Even if Nixon carries a popular 
majority there is a far greater 
than normal possibility of a Ken- 
nedy victory anyhow. 

Under the system, of course, a 
man winning a state by a single 
vote takes all that state’s elec- 
toral votes. Kennedy is going all- 
out, to a degree rarely seen, for 
the states of massive electoral 
power. Precisely six of the 50 
states—California, Illinois, Michi- 
gan, New York, Ohio and Pennsy!l- 
vania—could hand him 181 of the 
269 electoral votes needed for 
election. 

These six states, moreover, 
mostly are precisely those in 
which the so-called “Catholic is- 
sue”’ might well help rather than 
hurt and where pro-Democratic 
union labor is the strongest. 

Give all those six to Nixon and 
one could predict a Nixon land- 
slide, considering his probable 
greater rural and small-town 
strength than Kennedy’s. Give 
them to Kennedy and you could 
predict a Kennedy “victory, re- 
gardiess of Kennedy's popular 
vote total. 

All early predictors are quite 
welcome to have the field alone.

The 18th chapter of Genesis contains a re- ae 


markable dialogue between God and His ser- 
vant, Abraham. The sins of the inhabitants of 


the cities of Sodom and Gomorrah are great in number, so great 
that the heart of the Eternal is heavy with grief. 


God personally investigates 
the situation to see if the repu- 
tation of the cities for wicked- 
ness is correct. But when he 
approaches the people, they 
turn their faces from Him. Only 
Abraham stands before the 
Lord and he prepares a plea 
in behalf of the people. 

With great faith in the right- 
eous judgments of God and 
great love for his nephew Lot 
who lives in Sodom, Abraham 
pleads, ‘Wilt thou also destroy 
the righteous with the wicked?’’ 
He knows God would not do 
this. So he says, “‘Peradven- 
ture there be fifty righteous 
within the city: wilt thou also 
destroy and not spare the place 
for the 50 righteous that are 
therein? . . . Shall not the Judge 
of all the earth do right?’’ 

The Lord considers the words 
of Abraham and replies, “If I 
find in Sodom 50 righteous 
within the city, then I will 
spare all-the place for their 
sake.”’ 

But when the righteous had 
been counted, their number -was 
not 50. Abraham renews his 
plea by asking for clemency if 
there are 45, then 40, then 30, 
20, 10. But there were not even 
10 righteous men in the city. So 
the cities were destroyed. 


Three ideas are suggested to 
me by this dialogue. First, 
Abraham plead with the Eter- 
nal on the basis of his confi- 
dence in the justice of God. All 
faith is premised on this. What- 
ever may be the judgments 
men make, we may trust God. 

Second, Abraham is confident 


that the Lord will show mercy 
when mercy is warranted. For 
a handful of righteous men, the 
Lord will preserve their city. 
But mercy and judgment are 
swatches from the same cloth. 
Mercy is meaningless without 
judgment. 

Third, this dialogue illustrates 
the eternal patience of God. 
God makes his judgments de- 
liberately. The Bible frequently 
speaks of the long-suffering of 
God. 

A similar patience is requi- 
site in our associations with 
those whom we also love. There 
must be judgment and mercy, 
but patience is also needed.

SAN DIEGO, Calif. (UPI)—Re- 
publican vice presidential nominee 
Henry Cabot Lodge said Sunday 
Premier Khrushchev came to the 
United Nations to try to destroy 
it, but his antics in the General 
Assembly backfired. 


The former U.S. ambassador to 
the U.N., who gave up his post to 
accept the No. 2 spot, told a press 
conference he was convinced the 
Soviet boss attended the General 
Assembly session solely “in an at- 
tempt to destroy the U.N.” 


He said, however, Khrushchev's 
table pounding, shouting tactics— 
“making an exhibition of himself” 
—confirmed the low opinion of the 
Communists held by many s0- 
called neutralist nations. 


“He has opened the eyes of « 
lot of countries and alerted Afri- 
can countries,” Lodge said, to the 
dangerous tactics of the Commu- 
nists. 


Lodge, who plans to stay in this 
area until he goes to Sacramento 
Wednesday, said that Khrushchev 
tried the same “control or destroy 
tactics” when he broke up the 
spring summit meeting.

Do NOT use a ny- 
lon brush. The bristles are too 
harsh and can in time injure the 
scalp. Brushing with a natural 
bristle brush is more beneficial. 


Always remember that hair 
growth the best possi- 
ble blood circulation.

Excessive smoking may also 
cause temporary constriction of 
the blood vessels, with possible 
effect on the growth of healthy 
hair. 


Watch your diet carefully. Ex- 
cessive hair oiliness or dandruff 
can be a result of improper diet. 
A generally useful rule is to 
avoid excessive intake of sugar, 
starch, salt-containing foods and 
fats. Where there is excessive 
oiliness of scalp, these food ele- 
ments MUST be avoided.

Then, take 
this measurement on yourself 
and compare the two. 


However, méasuring alone is 
very difficult in this particular 
alteration, so I suggest mak- 
ing a simple dress or blouse of 
a dress out of muslin first, us- 
ing this altered pattern. Then 
alter the muslin to fit perfectly 
and use it as a guide for fu- 
ture patterns. 


If pattern is too long from 
shoulder to bust (fig. 2): Draw 
a line on the pattern about half- 
way between shoulder and bust 
line. Cut along this line. Slide 
top section B over bottom sec- 
tion A until blouse is short 
enough. 


If your pattern has a shoulder 
dart, use the original dart 
markings in the bottom section 
A as a guide and mark a new 
dart. Do not follow dart mark- 
ings on top section B. Now, 


extend the front edge of sec- 
tion A up to the neckline, 
straightening the center front 


end clip off the excess corner 
of the pattern sticking out.

TV’s Dennis ‘Chester’ Weaver 
Reconsiders Walkout on Show 


HOLLYWOOD (UPT). 
Television came mighty 
close to losing the most 
famous leg in entertain- 
ment history recently 
when Dennis Weaver al- 
most limped off the Gun- 
smoke set for good. 


Dennis has been Marshal 
Matt Dillon’s sidekick on the 
highly rated series for six years 
and was ready to quit the role 
when his contract came up for 
renewal before this TV season 
began. , 


GONE 


“As far as I was concerned, 
I was gone,’ said Dennis, sit- 
ting on a bench on the studio 
Western street where his show 
is filmed. 


“But, they came back with 
another offer,”” he explained. 
“It was a shorter contract, had 
nine directing assignments and 
more salary. As it stands now, 
I'll be free in the early part of 
1962. I'll not only be free, but 
will also have economic se- 
curity.” 

Dennis said he wasn’t bluff- 
ing with his plans to leave the 
program, adding, “I was anx- 
ious to go on te another char- 
acter. We'd almost exhausted 
all of this character’s possibili- 
ties. 

“IT had some things that were 
very good, like new series 
ideas,”’ he revealed. “‘I wasn’t 
going out on a gamble.” 


WORKSHOP 


Although Dennis had a dra- 
matic workshop of his own in 
Hollywood and directed plays, 
his assignments to direct Gun- 
smoke are his first on film. 

“Directing is stimulating, and 
after being in a show for six 
years you need something stim- 
ulating,”’ he said. ‘‘I’m not giv- 
ing up acting for directing.” 

Weaver admitted he’s a little 
weak on the technical aspects 
ef film production but says his 
first efforts at directing the 
show came out O.K. 

LOT TO LEARN “ 

“I’ve got a lot to learn,” he 
said. “But, you can’t be in a 
series for six years and not 
learn something about film. I’m 
not as sharp on film as I am on 
getting something out of an ac- 
ter though.”

of e time. Even the late 
Cecil B. DeMille didn’t do that.
